The setting up of the three-man 
directorate—a sequel to the outster 
of Laval—had been anticipated but 
the resignation of Baudouin, Secre- 
tary of State, for presidency of the 
council, came as a distinct surprise. 


“PERSONAL REASONS” 


Baudouin resigned “for personal 
reasons,” he said, and a government 
spokesman denied that any German 
pressure had been involved. 

It was the sixth cabinet 

since Petain became the authori- 
tarian ruler of unoccupied France 
and it was the second time that 
Baudouln had fallen from st- 
thority. 

The members of the inner cab- 

inet triumvirate are: 
Admiral Darlan—Navy Minister, 
who will direct all home affairs in- 
cluding the Ministries of Intérior 
and Justice, and the Police as well. 
Gen. Charles Huntziger—War 
Minister, who will direct all na- 
tional defense matters, He signed 
the French-German armistice in 
Compiegne Forest. 
Pierre-Etienne Flandin—Foreign 
Minister and successor to Laval in 
that post, who will direct not only 
foreign affairs but domestic eco- 
nomic matters including finance, 
labor, national production, pro- 
visioning and agriculture. 


PETAIN STILL “CHIEF” 


Despite the setting up of the 
triumvirate, replacing the former 
' vice-presidency, it was emphasized 
that Marshal Petain will retain full 
authority as “Chief of the French 
State.” 


As in the case of Laval, it was 
stated that Baudouin’s resignation 
had no bearing whatever on the 
course of French-German relations 
but was a part of a “general reor- 
ganization” of the cabinet and 
especially the cabinet’s method of 
functicning.

‘New Dealers’ on Committee Concur in Program 
to Outlaw Political Minorities, Blacklist 
Workers, Hound Aliens 


(Dally Werker Washington Bureaa) : 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—In a formal report to Con- 
gress, the Dies Committee today outlined a drastic legislative 
program for the suppression of basic American Civil Rights. 
As a result of the committee’s report, major battles at 
the new session of Congress around the issue of preserva- 


guaranteed in the Bill of Rights are 
considered certain. 

Specific recommendations made 
by the committee included the fol- 
lowing: 

Pirst, legislation “to outlaw every 
political organization” which Is al- 
legedly “under the control of & 
foreign government.” This is seen 
here as aimed principally at the 
Communist Party, but tt might also 
be applied at the “scores” of pro- 
gressive organizations which the 
committee designated as “Commu- 
nist controlled.” 


FOR BLACKLISTING 

Second, blacklisting in all “na- 
tional defense” jobs in private in- 
dustry and in all government jobs 
of “any person who has been and 
is now active” in any organization 
allegedly under “foreign control.” 
A disruptive anti-union drive by 
employers under the guise of com- 
batting subversive elements is con- 
sidered objective of this proposal. 

Third, a renewed drive against 
non-citizens by requiring “manda- 
tory deportation of aliens who ad- 


form of our government” as well as 
deportation of so-called “alien spies 
and saboteurs.” 

Fourth, the launching of an in- 
tensive drive against progressive 
professors and teachers in the na- 
tion’s schools by withholding “all 
federal financial support from any 
educational institution which per- 
mits members of its faculty to ad- 
vocate Communism, Fascism, or 
Nazism as a substitute for our form 
of government.” 

One of the recommendations most 
emphasized by the committee was 
its own self-perpetuation “for a 
period of two years with an. ade- 
quate appropriation.” Rep. Mar- 
tin Dies, chairman of the commit- 
tee, has already asked for a mere 
$1,000,000 for this purpose.

quired to be American citizens.

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 3— 
The war in the Mediterranean 


has seriously affected Palestine’s. 


economy. The building -trades, 
apart from building for military 
purposes, is almost at a standstill, 
while conditions in the citrus in- 
dustry the mainstay of the land 
go from bad to worse. 

During the 1988-9 season, more 
than 15 million cases of fruit were 
exported. During the 1939-40 sea- 
son only seven end a half million 
cases were exported. With the ex- 
tension of the war, the prospects 
this season are even worse and 
the yield is not expected to ex- 
ceed nine million cases. Many 
citrus groves have been allowed 
to run to rot. causing increased 
unemployment. 

In past years the frul-picking 
season, usually from October to 
March, absorbed a large prapor- 
tion of the unemployed. But ow- 
ing to reduced cultivation there 
Was unemployment on a fairly 
wide scale even during last year's 


picking season. This season un- 
employment will be even more 
widespread. 


The Economist of November 9 
gives a false picture*of Palestine's 
economy.

STRIKES ON INCREASE 


The, cost of living has risen 
sharply. By July, wholesale prices 
were 29.6 per cent higher than on 
Septembey, 1939. Grain and meat 
have risen by 34 per cent; other 
food supplies, including fruit and 
vegetables have risen by 16 per 
cent. Wages have been on the de- 
Cline since 1934. By last year 
Wages were already 183 per cent 
lower than five years ago. 

Strikes have enormously in- 
creased, with the result that the 
Palestine Administration is con- 
ducting an inquiry into labor dis- 
putes. And Whitehall has sent 
out a special labor “expert” to ad- 
vise the Administration. 

Against this gloomy economic 
war background a meeting of 
Arab workers took place in Pe- 
tach Tikvah. It was organized 
under the auspices of the League 
for Arab - Jewish Cooperation. 
This body consists of Jews who 
are in sharp opposition to the offi- 
cial Zionist leadership with its 
anti-Arab and pro-imperialist 
policy. It inchides such long

If the Histadrut were a genuine 
trade union movement it would 
long ago have organized the Arab 
workers, raised the'r standards of 
living, and removed the threat of 
cheap labor to the much higher 
wages of the Jewish worker. 

It would have built up a strong 
bi-national labor movement which 
could have forced the Arab capi- 
talist to employ Jewish workers. 
A strong, united Arab-Jevish La- 
bor movement would have made 
the Administration employ more 
Jewish labor in the government 
works It would also have de- 
prived the Jewish capitalist of the 
weapon of cheap Arab labor with 
which he has forced down the 
higher wage of the Jewish worker. 

Instead, the official] Histadrut 
policy has been one of attempting 
to oust the Arab workers from 
Jewish enterprises. What will 
bappen to these Arab workers 
does not concern the Histadrut 
leaders. Their concern has been 
to keep the Jewish sector “pure” 
fom Arab workers. 

Their policy of squeezing out 
the Arab worker from Jewish en- 
terprises has led them to force 
down the wages of the Jewish 
worker almost to tha:»of the 


| Arabs, They subsidized the Jewish 


employer as an imducement for 
him to employ Jewish labor. They 
givé the Jewish worker certain 


| social services free of charge, such 
| as education for his children and 


medical at ention. 

This is the “trade unionim,” of 
Ben Gurion and Katznelson, the 
Histadrut leaders. And these were 
the issues brought out at the 
Petach Tikvah conference, and re- 
solutions of protest were adopted. 

In addition. a resolution of 
protest was adopted against the 
Tozeret Haaretz movement, which 
stands for a monopoly for Jewish 
products in the Jewish markets. 
In effect, it means that Jews must 
only buy Jewish produce. The 
Arab producer must keep his 
goods out of the Jewish market; 
but Jewish products often pro- 
duced cheaper than Arab prod- 
ucts by better equipped factories 
and farms, find their way into the 
Arab markets. 


BRITAIN—-THE COMMON FOE 


It is to the credit of those 
Jews in the League for ,Arab- 
Jewish cooperation that they re- 
cognize the danger of such a 
policy. It is to the discredit of 
the official Zionist leaders that 
they have not yet realized that 
their chautinist policy is one of 
the basic reasons for Arab-Jewish 
conflict. Even the Zionist Pales- 
tine Review is forced to admit 


that there is some justice In the 
Arab workers’ grievances. It 
says: 

“There is no doubt much force 
to the argument that active po- 
litical cooperatio, oannot be 
achieved without cooperation in 
the economic sphere. Exclusion of 
Arab labor and Tozeret Haaretz 
propaganda in its present forms 
are not conducive to either.” 

So it recommends a “wise and 
forward looking wage policy on 
the part of the Government 
and loyal support of both 
Arab and Jew in carrying 
it out could do much to remove 
the main obstacles to a practical 
rapprochement between the two 
elements of Pailestine’s popula- 
tion.” 

To expect British imperialism 
to bring together Arabs and Jews 
is mere wish fulfillment. British 
imperialist rule in Palestine is 
based on keeping Arabs and Jews 
divided and at each other's 
throats. In the political sphere 
the Petach Tikvah meeting called 
for Arab Jewish unity against the 
“common Nazi foe” of both Jew 
and Arab. 

This resolution is a dangerous 
one. Tt does not recognize that 
the “common foe” of Jew and 


Arab is still British imperialism 
which conquered Palestine and 
hag played off the aspirations of 


| the Jews against the nationa! in- 


dependence aspirations of the 
Palestine Afabs, creating antag- 
onisms which had not existed. 

It does not recognize that the 
obstacle to a free and independent 
Palestine is British imperialism 
and that the struegle of Arab and 
Jew for independence must be 
directed against British Imperia!- 


ism. Not to appreciate this may 
mean that the sincere desire of 
both people for better mutual re- 
lations is being utilized by Brit- 
ish imperialism. 

In spite of this resolution, the 
conference was a reflection of 
the sharpening economic crisis in 
Palestine which is strengthening 
the elements of both sides who 
are anxious for an Arab- Jew- 
ish rapproachment.

“We are determined to bring 
those wages up at least as high as 
those paid in other plants and we 
are not going to retreat on any of 
the other demands.” 

Union officials said that when 
they visited the plant gate picket 
line last night the company sent 
representatives to inform them that 
the U. 8S. Navy Department had 
requested that the Charlestown 
Navy Yard work be permitted to be 
finished. 

“We decided that it was a trap 
that the y had rigged. They 
expected we would refuse to 
permit any men to return to the 
shop and they would come out the 
next day with a blast against us 
saying, probably, that our strike 
was holding up the whole defense 
program.

Roosevelt Doesn’t Ask 
The People 


¢ The question as to whether the Ameri- 
can people support the lunges which Roose- 
velt is making toward open declarations of 
war is a ticklish one in the press, The usual 
trick is to assert blandly that everyone is for 
this policy, and let it go at that, 

Mr. Westbrook Pegler made a slight er- 
ror, apparently, when he remarks that 
Roosevelt’s radio war-cry of the other night 
“might have been made with equal truth a 
year ago, but the elections delayed 
things. ... ” Get it? The elections inter- 
fered with Roosevelt’s desire to speak open- 
ly about the drive to war. What is.meant by 
that, if not that Roosevelt was afraid of the 
American people’s wrath in the November 
elections if he had said then what he is say- 
ing now? In an alleged war for democracy, 
the President is afraid to put his plans to 
the popular vote, even with the entire press 
working in his cause. Such is the meaning 
of Mr. Pegler’s revealing slip. 

In the New York Times, Mr. Arthur 
Krock performs another little miracle of 
sophistry in his effort to prove that the peo- 
ple support the Administration’s drive to- 
ward war. He asserts that this war policy 
was approved in the elections by “a concen- 
tration of more than 99 per cent of the .vote 
in November on the two candidates who en- 
dorsed it.” Miracle! The people were faced 
with a Tweedledum-Tweedledee arrangement 
in which an agreement was made not to de- 
bate the issue of » eare policy at all. The 
only peace candic arl Browder, was 
summarily ruled o illot in most states.

RELIGIOUS ISSUES HAVE NO 
PLACE IN A TRADE UNION 


The refusal to permit religious issues or 
differences to enter the door of the trade 
unions has been one of the cardinal princi- 
ples of the labor movement. Employers from 
the very beginning sought to use religious 
differences among the ranks of labor as a 
weapon for dividing its ranks. 


But the effort to inject religious issues to 
divide labor never dies. Labor’s enemies in- 
variably try to use it. The latest effort comes 
from éhe Catholic weekly, “America.” In a 
recent issue, this magazine editorially at- 
tempted to determine CIO trade union policy 
as follows: 


“Mr. Philip Murray’s whole career for- 
bids any compromise with trade union offi- 
cials whose real interest is not the welfare 
of the wage-earner, but the promotion of 
that synthesis of ANTI-CHRISTIAN doc- 
trines styled communism.” (Dec. 7.—Our 
emphasis.—Editor.) 

This is, of course, a direct intervention 
into the affairs of the CIO, thinly veiled in 
theologic language. 

It is a strange thing to see the editors of 
“America” suddenly try to appear as genu- 
inely interested in the “welfare of the wage- 
earner.” For “America” has notoriously op- 
posed every single piece of pro-labor legis- 
lation which the trade unions of America 
have fought for. It has opposed the Wagner 
Labor Act; it has fought against the CIO; 
it opposed the Labor Board; it has bitterly 
assailed every effort to increase the WPA 
and relief appropriations. In every respect, 
it has stood with the exploiters of Labor 
against the unions. 

But “America’s” editors, apparently, are 
not merely content to fight Labor’s legisla- 
tive program; they also insist now on enter- 
ing the inner affairs of the CIO with a plat- 
form of religious doctrines. Anyone who dis- 
agrees with them is to be branded “anti- 
Christian.” Trade union matters are to be 
judged not as to whether they raise the liv- 
ing standards of the workers, but as to. 


.whether they are Christian according to the 


theologic standards of “America‘s” Catholic 
editors. 

Every American trade unionist—no mat- 
ter what his religious or non-religious be- 


liefs—knows what such a procedure would 
mean. It would disrupt, divide, and paralyze 
the trade unions by rousing an atmosphere 


of religious bigotry. Instead of uniting 
Labor, regardless of its private religious beliefs, on 
the common ground of the economic struggle for a 
better life, it would make the workers helpless victims 
of disunity. 

The entire history and practice of the American 
trade unions is based on the refusal to allow religious 
issues to enter into economic and political questions. 
The unions have grown strong under this principle. 
Now comes “America” with the. effort to wipe all this 
out. 

Mr. Murray has participated in trade union life 
too long for the editors of “America” to deceive him 
on this point. He could teach these editors some les- 
sons of ,trade union history and trade union prin- 
ciples as they are understood in the United States 
where the Church and the State are sepafate, and 
where no religion is the established religion. Mr. Mur- 
ray has too long watched “America’s” editors stab- 
bing Labor's legislation in the back to see in these 
gentlemen a source cf friendly advice. When the edi- 
tors of “America” give Labor advice, it is advice which 
conceals deadly poison, aimed at harming the labor 
movement. 

Employers would love to see the advice of “America” 
put into practice on trade union floors. They would 
then witness confusion and disunity preparing the 
way for the wrecking of everything Labor has won— 
wages, conditions, hours, and the right to strike. 

But the intelligence of American labor refuses to 
fall for so obvious a ruse of reaction. Catholic workers 
in trade unions, in the forefront of the heroic fight to 
launch the CIO, quickly see the disaster hidden in such 
tricks. The recent effort of Father Rice of the Asso- 
ciation of Catholic Trade Unionists to influence trade 
union elections in the aluminum and Westinghouse 
plants near Pittsburgh was rejected by thousands of 
workers with whom the Catholic workers no doubt 
joined. 

Similar efforts to rouse religious bigotry within the 
labor movement have been exerted by the notorious 
Father Coughlin, Father Edward Lodge Curran, and 
others. These efforts have not been confined to Cath- 
olic ecclesiastics by any means. It is sinister no mat- 
ter where it comes from. 

The trade union men and women of America need 
to stand on guard against such anti-labor trickeries. 
The fight of the unions is for better wages, decent 
working conditions and labor's rights. Union leader- 
ship is determined by the rank and file of the mem- 
bership which desires to pick the best men and wo- 
men for this job, regardless of religious affiliation or 
non-affiliation. This is the basis of trade union prog- 
ress and civil liberty, It is, in fact, the only guaran- 
tee for religious liberty as well. 

Such a policy may not please the sweatshop ex- 
ploiters and the editors of “America.” But it advances 
the welfare of the trade union movement. That's what 
counts.

MOSCOW, Jan. 3 (ICN).—On the occasion of the New 
Year, Pravda and Izvestia printed statements of a number 
of outstanding representatives of Soviet Science and tech- 
nique on the results of their work in the past years and

their plans for 1941. 

Hero of the Soviet Union Molo- 
koy, head of the civil air fleet of 
the USSR and participant of the 
expedition to the North Pole in- 
formed the press that next year 
the air lines of the Soviet Union 
will be nearly 100.000 miles long, 
approximately three times those of 
the United States. It is planned 
to organize trial flights from Mos- 
cow to Viadivostok, to start a reg- 
ular passenger traffic on this line 
for next year. 

Academician Joffe, famous physi- 
cist expects to solve In 1941 the 
task which has engaged him for 35 
years: the question of passing elec- 
tric charges from one body to an- 
other. 


Extend Study 
Of Atom Nucleus 


This question holds a clue to elec- 
trification by friction. Many works 
of the institute of physics, have 
been headed by Academician Joffe, 
as for instance, the construction 
of a new type of high voltage gen- 
erator for new powerful thermo- 
elements will be completed next 
year and placed at the service of 
socialist economy. A powerful cyclo- 
tron for splitting the atom nucleus 
will start operation in 1941. With 
its aid Academician Joffe plans to 
extend the study of the atom nu- 
cleus. 


Plan New 
Altitude Flights 


The work of Soviet physicians has 
been dealt with by Academician 
Paviovsky, noted bacteriologist: in- 
oculation against the encephalitis 
mite which is widespread in the 
forest districts of the USSR has 
been applied in practice for the 
first time in 1940. At the risk of 
their lives a number of Soviet phy- 


sicians explored the origin of this 
disease. Next year will see the ex- 
tended application of inoculation 
against encephalitis. 

Hero of Socialist Labor, Boris 
Shpitalny, famous designer of ar- 
maments for the Red Army, paints 
the perspectives for transport in 
the near future. He attaches par- 
ticular importance to the further 
development of the automobile 
which he considers a basic means 
of transport for the future. He 
points out that shipbuilders are en- 
gaged on the problem of construc- 
tion of speed boats to giide on the 
surface of the water. 

Viadimir Kokkinaki, famous pilot, 
with a number of distance and alti- 
tude records to his credit states 
that as a test pilot for new planes 
for the air forces he is contemplat- 
ing distance and altitude flights on 
new types of planes.

“Night Train” is a British film

It was made by 
Carol Reed, brilliant young English 
director of “Three on a Weekend” 
which was on my best list of 1938; 
“Night Train” is a very exciting spy 
melodrama along the lines laid 
down in Hitchcock's “Lady Van- 
ishes.” It is pro-British but it has 
littie in common with a film as 
warmongering as Hitchcock's ‘‘For- 
eign Correspondent.”
